LANBMAKKS OP PROSPERITY. 


A. E. Hussey, Bismarck's architect, lias 


prepared plans for the new court house 
and jail. They provide for a brick struc- 
ture, costing about sixteen thousand dol- 
lars. The balance of the proceeds of the1 


sale of twenty thousand dollars worth of 
bonds will be usedinfurnishingthe build- 
ing. The generaijappearance of the ex- 
terior is pleasing. 1 The roof shows four 
gables, with a bracketed cornice of mod- 
ern s'.yle. The arch oVer the windows is 
pointed. Over the front entrance is a 
porch 7x18 with a balcony on top. The 
tower or belfry is very pretty. 
From the 


ground to the top Of the lower the height 
is seventy-two fdet. Crossing the porch 
and entering the building on the first 
floor we find the fairway leading to the 
court room. Th^ paragraph below gives

THE 
TRST FLOOR. 


The hall of this ^oor is six feet wide1 and 
forty-seven long. Immediately on the lef„ 
as the visitor enters is the office of judge 
of probate, 14x26, a very fine room. On 
the opposite side mihe hall is the treas, 
urer's office, 14x15^. In the rear of the 
treasurer is the register of deeds' offiice, 
14x26,—a commodious apartment. Back 
of the judge of probate is the office of the 
clerk of court. In the rear of the clerk's 
office is the vault for both clerk and reg- 
ister, 6x10. Nekt is the jailor's office, 
12x15, a kitchen for the jail, 15x16^, and 
the jailor's bed-ioom, 8x9. 


The jail is a oijie story extension 22x48, 


furnished with six of Pauly's patent steel- 
clad cells from S t. Louis, set .within the 
walls and surrounded by a four foot cor- 
ridor. The prisoner's corridor is inside 
the steel lattice work. The jailor does 
not have to enter the steel priso n| but 
opens the doors simultaneously Toy a level 
box 
The prisoners are only allowed the 


freedom of the cqrridor of the cells,i and 
Cannot reach the jailor's corridor that 
purrounds the whole. Tlie jail feature is 
very strong, eonlpletely baffling the bold- 
est criminal.

There can be no hesitation in declaring 


hat this is one ot the most important and 
•ehable contributions to American and 
oven to general history that has appeared 
ince, nearly fifty years ago, Jared Sparks 
levoted himself to collecting, editing, 
tnd publishing the writings of George 
(Washington, the, diplomatic correspond- 
ence of the Revolution, and the biogra- 
phies of the leading men, whether soldiers 
or statesmen, who, by labor of head or 
hand, worked out by the aid of Divine 
Providence, the independence of the 
United States. From the same publish- 
ers we had, a few years ago, in many 
volumes, edited' by his son, portions ot 
.he Diary of John Quincy Adams, highly 
nteresting in many respects, but rather 
illuming the unfortunate snappish dispo- 
sition and bad temper of that able states- 
nan, than elucidating the causes and the

Mr. Adams has judiciously given 


not alone Mr. Gallatin's correspondence 
upon public affairs with distinguished 
cotemporaries here and in Europ , but 
klso many letters from them to himself. 
The series extensive and important, in- 
cludes. the Presidents under whom he 
held high office, at home and abroad. 


Too often ha\e we had to complain of 


the issue of important works without that 
indispensable key to their contents — a 
'good index. The collective edition of 
Charle-. Stunner's compositions errs, by 
being needlessly, even absurdly minute. 
These Gallatin volumes, ho 'ever, are 
properly completed in this respect. There 
are several indexes: I., letters written by 
him from September, 1794, to May 1848 
II.,of Gallatin's writings, published dur- 
ing his lifetime, including his speeche; 
in Congress; III., letters written to him 
IV., miscellaneous letters and papers 
from 181,4 to 1808, and V-, a very goot 
general index. To show the richnes!' of 
this epistolary collection we may mention 
that here, wiitten by Gallatin, arc 155 
letters to Thomas Jefferson, 31 to Jame« 
Madison, 34 to James Monroe, 44 to John 
Quincy Adams, and hundreds of others 
to various persons of note, with replies 
from mo,t of them. In fact, through an 
unusually long life Albert Gallatin wa 
very much consulted and relied upon by 
leading men, here and abroad. Let us 
see what, manner of man was this foreign- 
ci, a naturalized citizen of Pennsylvania. 


Albert Gallatin, was born in Geneva, 


in January, 1761, belonging to a respect- 
able family which had been settled in 
Switzerland early in the fourteenth cen- 
tury. He was nearly related to M. Neck- 
er, finance minister to Louis XVI. of 
France and to Madame de Stael, his 
more distinguished daughter.

Each kind of bird has its peculiar 
flavor.

Those that lead a 
wild and active lives are less fat than 
those who are laqy and well fed. The 
flesh of the wild has a highejr color than 
that of the tame, and is decidedly gamy. 


The food animals consulme modifies 


the charactejr of their fleih. Turnips 
yield a peculiar flavor t® mutton, 'ihe 
flavor of mutton from sheep who have 
lived upon the highland, is different from 
that of sheep who have obtained their 
food chiefly from the lo * lands. The gar- 
lic of the meadows and some fragrant 
heibs modify! the flavor of the meat. Oily 
food tends toj make the fat soft. Hens 
partly fed on scraps of decaying meat, 
yield eggs that are at once unpleasant to 
the taste and unhealthy. Feeding ani- 
mals for human food, is, then, of great 
importance and demands experience'.
